Attorney General Frisby has recowed 


a letter from Mr. Charles II. Parker, ol 
Beloit, asking for an oflicial opinion on 
tho question ot iuspeetators and clerks 
of election. In mentioning this £aot the 
State Journal says tho btatuo provides 
that at tho first regular meeting o£ coun- 
cil and village hoarrts, held in September 
tho mayor or president of tho board shall 
nominate three inspectors and two clerks 
of election. 
These nominees shall bo 


elected by tha council or board, and in 
case of a failure ot election other nomi-

nations ara inado as before until elec- 
tions are secured. Tho term oC such in- 
spectors and clerks is fixed at one year 
from

election, and it

such inspectors and 


clerks bo present at all elections held 
during their term. There being no elec- 
tion last fall, tho matter of providing 
finch inspectors and elurks, it is believed 
was, by lacs ol tho usnni stimulus, over- 
looked in many cities and villuges of the 
state. Those elected m September, 1SS2, 
art without power by statute ot-limita- 
tion of the term, and tho ideation arises 
what bearing will tho mutter have upon 
tho approaching municipal elections in 
places where such inspectors and clerks 
were not provided ill September, 1SS3.

The fact that a grcut wolt hunt is Iu 


take place in Rock county oc to-morrow, 
,and that many of our citizens will join 
in the chase, it may not be out of place 
to give tho experience of the writer in a 
wolt hunt "down io Egypt" in the early 
settlement ot Illinois, or more properly, 
perhaps, at about tho time tho great prai- 
ries of that state commenced to bo set- 
tled up.by eastern farmers. 


Tho writer of this little sketch took up 


his home, in l&tfi, in a little .settlement 
iu tho "Big Vormillioii" volley; n valley 
then rioted for its rich coal fields, im- 
mense acres of "sod corn," fever and 
ague, milk sickness, wolves, wild cats, 
hazel-nuts, and raw bacon. Leaving tho 
belt ot heavy timber, of maple, oak, beech 
and black wulnnt, ot tho Vermillion aud 
North and South Forks, tho Gniml 1'mi- 
ne of Central Illinois was open to in- 
spection.

The 
grove was about five milts away—tlio 
wolt was making for tho timber—tho 
baying of tho hounds becamo terrific- 
now and then a horse would fall, and the 
rider would give up tho chas 
fore reaching tho grovo, ono 
man 
headed off tho wolf, and as it 


turned its course tho hounds closed up 
and it was soon dispatched. The other 
tbreo wolves were killed by the hounds, 
iu short time. Then followed a jollifica- 
tion by the orowd. Roast venison unj 
"applejack." It was a groat timo, and 
perhaps a little more exciting than that 
one will bo which is to take place on to- 
morrow.
